On Friday, 30 October, the FCC apparently resumed enforcement 
operations against shortwave operators. For the first time since 
January, 1994, "housecalls" were made at locations Massachusetts, 
Texas, Illinois, and California. No warrants were served by the US 
Marshalls, but cease and desist letters were handed out and the 
implication is that more visits will be forthcoming. The alleged Ops 
were also told that they hadn't heard the end of it, meaning that NALs 
will be on the way soon. An FM operation in Pittsburgh, PA, was also 
shut down. If you were wondering about the sudden decline of activity 
on 6955 kHz, now you know the reason(s). (direct] 

Here's the good news: The FCC has dropped all charges against 23 NAL 
reclpionts, Including former ACE writer Don Bishop. Mr Bishop, some of 
you may recall, was accused of allegedly operating a kilowatt 
l i .iieiMii I I .T on l',050 and 7415 from his car for about 13 hours, during a 
■ hive l i. mi I 1 ' i ns. is city to Denver in October of 1991. The reason for the 
change of heart? The fact that the standardized schedule of forfeitures 
w.is illegally implemented and was thrown out by the circuit Court of 
Appeals in 1994. Seems they had instituted the revised schedule without 
the required public comment period, in violation of law. What a way to 
get their collective hand slapped!!

More on the Radio Shack DX-394 receiver 

make that Noise Blanker do something..! 



One of the common complaints about the DX394 is that the noise blanker 
doesn't do anything. Mine is like that, in fact; but there seems to be 
a wide variance from set to set. One friend tells me that his works 
just dandy! 

First, it's possible that it simply isn't adjusted properly, so try 
adjusting the threshold. Remove the top cover and look on the main PC 
board right behind the front panel. Locate VR1, a small trimpot. While 
listening to a (noisy) signal, adjust the pot clockwise to (hopefully) 
increase the NB action. If you can take out the noise, you're all set. 
If not, read on. 

To complete the mod you'll need a 150Kohm 1/4-watt resistor and a 
1N5817 Schottky barrier diode. The diodes are available from All 
Electronics Corp (PO Box 567, Van Nuys, CA 91408) at 3 for US$1. 
However, the minimum order is $10 plus shipping. 

Once you have the parts, remove the covers and place the radio upside 
down with the front panel facing you. Locate R180 - it's the third 
component in front of Q32; it's VERY tiny and has 224 printed on it 
(220Kohms). Install the 150Kohm resistor across R180. Now locate Q34 - 
it's to the right of Q32; the Q34 nomenclature will be silk-screened on 
the board. Attach the cathode of the 1N5817 diode to the collector of 
Q34 (which is the side with a single pin) and connect the anode of the 
diode to any convenient Ground trace. You may now replace the bottom 
cover and turn the radio upright again. 

Now locate VR1 and set it to approximately mid-range. Replace the top 
cover and wipe off your sweaty fingerprints - you're done! 
A standard 1N914 or 1N4148 diode can be used, but Schottky barrier 
diodes have lower noise figures and are more effective in noise blanker 



applications, so the 1N5817 is recommended. 

Here's a bonus: You can reduce the high-frequency audio hiss in the 
DX394 quite simply. If it's hard on your ears, locate the audio chip 
(IC4) and install a 0.001 to 0.0022uF ceramic or tantalum capacitor 
between pins 8 and 9 of the IC. 

Again, I must give credit to the originators of these mods: Fcathell 
and RickW999 (both @aol.com). Enjoy!

what to do (and not do) when the FCC arrives 

to re-run°this article (updated and corrected, of course) from a very 
old column. It didn't hurt that a friend suggested it, too (Good idea, 
Bud!). That being said, make yourself comfortable and read on... 
The most traumatic moment in any Operator's life is when a nondescript 
car bearing US Government license plates drives up. Someone yells, "Oh 
god - the Feds!" and suddenly friends and fellow disk jockeys 
disappear. The Op lets the agents inspect and is fined up to $20,000. 
However, it doesn't have to happen like that. 

Transmitting without a FCC-issued license is a violation of 47 US Code, 
but the Federal Communications Commission is *not* a law-enforcement 
agency. They are administrative and regulatory only; their agents are 
not police and do not have the enforcement power of law. They recognize 
this by operating under the Broadcasting Rules and Regulations rather 
than the law, and by getting assistance from US Marshalls when need be. 
What all this means is that unlicensed broadcasting is an 
"administrative violation" of the Rules & Regs, and no CRIME is 
committed - assuming no interference is caused to any legitimate 
spectrum user. 

You do not have to grant the FCC access to your home with these 
exceptions: (1) If you hold an amateur radio license you have given the 
FCC consent to inspect your ham station on demand, and (2) if they show 
up with a Marshall and a valid warrant you must comply with said 
warrant . 

The FCC is reaction oriented; "we don't go looking for trouble," says a 
former head of the Field Operations Bureau. That translates to: 
Research clear frequencies and don't cause interference, and your 
station should enjoy a long life. One other caveat: Traditionally, the 
stations that get themselves busted are the ones that have been on the 
air a lot. If you decide to broadcast every evening at 7 p.m., you have 
basically put out the welcome mat for the FCC. 

Be aware that under American law you are to be considered innocent 
until proven guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. Be aware that the burden 
of proof is on the accuser (the FCC, in this case) . Be aware that you 
are free, in this country, to own any piece of equipment you wish to 
own (e.g.: You can own an entire fleet of cars and not possess a valid 
drivers license - you just cannot drive them on a public road!); 
possession is not a crime - the only punishable violation is unlicensed 
transmission. Be aware that circumstantial evidence will not gain a 
conviction: A warm transmitter, by itself, proves nothing. Be aware 
that the FCC will often attempt to gain compliance with the Rules and 
Regs through distortion of facts and outright falsehoods, and may 
attempt to extort money from you with a "Notice of Apparent Liability". 
So what do you do? You plan ahead. 

First, buy some time. When you answer the door, step outside and close 
the door behind you. Ask to see identification and don't just let them 
flash a badge at you; badges are not identification. Make them present 
picture ID, and take notes (names, ID numbers, the office they're 
from). Politely ask what they want and whether they have a warrant. If 
they do not comply with any of this, you are free to order them off 
vour property. If they do have a warrant (and a US Marshall to serve 
it; local cops have no jurisdiction!), READ IT completely and ask for 
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explanations of anything you do not fully understand BEFORE allowing 
them inside. • 

Meanwhile, you should have at least one reliable friend inside, quietly 
eliminating evidence. The agents will check any visible equipment to 
see if it has been used recently and, if they spot a transmitter, they 
will look to see what frequency it's tuned to. If the rig is warm and 
is tuned to "the" frequency, your goose may be cooked. Therefore, your 
friend should power down the rig and disconnect the antenna (maybe 
connect it to a handy receiver!) and remove any crystals and/or change 
the tuning (both the bandswitch and the main tuning knob) , or remove 
the transmitter from the scene altogether. 

Ideally, as you finally let the agents in the front door, your friend 
should quietly slip out the back door and get a good look at (and 
photographs of!) the FCC vehicle and the equipment inside - but NO 
vandalism!! They won't be as suspicious if you appear to be alone; and 
it can be very helpful to know what they're using. 

Second, keep a tight lip. Don't be so proud of your handiwork that you 
tell the agents everything they ever wanted to know about your 
involvement with Free Radio and more. Be polite and honest, but don't 
volunteer any information. You do not have to explain or justify 
possession of any equipment; unlicensed use of a transmitter is the 
only punishable offense and they must establish your guilt. 
Third, do not leave any incriminating evidence lying around when the 
station is operating. This includes letters, reception reports, tapes 
not in use (or of your previous programs), copies of The ACE, or 
anything else that would help them determine that you are, indeed, an 
unlicensed Operator. All that stuff should be stored in another room, 
at the very least, or in the attic or basement, or, best of all, at 
another location altogether. It can all be confiscated and used against 
you and/or others. 

Fourth, even if the FCC tracks your signal right to your door and you 
shut down fast, DO NOT put the rig back on the air in the presence of 
the Feds. If they're reasonably certain that they found what they were 
looking for, they might ask you to read a statement on the air that the 
station has been closed by the FCC. You will convict yourself if you do 
it (it's called entrapment). Unlicensed operation is the sole 
administrative violation under their jurisdiction - and you just did it 
in front of them! 

Fifth, RELAX! Your adrenaline may be pumping, but you should appear 
calm as you rap with the Feds. If you appear nervous they will assume 
that there is a good reason for you to be, and they will probe deeper. 
On the other hand, do not offer them coffee or encourage them to stay 
around any longer than absolutely necessary. 

If they try to seize anything without a warrant or a court order, you 
may stop them. Violence is certainly not to be advocated, but they have 
no right to take anything without the proper paperwork - that's called 
THEFT! Of course if you let them take it they will claim that you 
"surrendered" it. If they have a warrant (and a Marshall) they will 
take what they want; but you are free to demand' a itemized and signed 
receipt before anything leaves your property. No matter what, do not 
resist (especially the Marshall) and do not lie to them. Listen 
carefully to their questions and answer what was asked, but don't 
volunteer any information; it can and will be used against you. And do 
not interfere with a Marshall performing his duty; that can get you 

Normally they will mail you a Notice of Apparent Liability, which will 
arrive two to three weeks after the visit. You will be given a specific 
time period (usually 30 days) to respond to the NAL, addressing in 
detail the questions raised in their letter. 

If you followed the suggestions given above, you should be able to 
raise serious questions about solid evidence. You are under no 
obligation to pay any forfeiture at this time. Indeed, paying is 
considered an admission of guilt, making the entire procedure just 
short of Federal extortion. 
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Ultimately they may take the case (and you) to court but, depending on 
your actions (and theirs) and what evidence was found, they may not 
have a case. Keep in mind that the courts are badly back-logged to 
begin with, and with almost any decent lawyer you should be able to 
drag out the case for a long time, blurring the facts. The basis of 
American law is that they must establish your guilt without violating 
your Rights (you are not required to prove your innocence!) and if they 
cannot do so you walk and they pay any and all court costs. 
Even if the court eventually finds you guilty, place the amount of the 
forfeiture in an escrow account and challenge the constitutionality of 
the Communications Act of 1934 (as amended). You don't have to pay one 
penny of extortion to the FCC until you have exhausted all avenues of

THE HALLOWEEN PIRATE BUSTS IN THE USA 
This is a column about clandestine radio stations. But, by far the biggest news of 1998 for ACE members 
has been the coordinated series of FCC busts of four USA shortwave pirates over the Halloween weekend 
period. One of the busted stations. Voice of the Pig's Ear, continually skirted the line of semi-clandestine 
broadcasting by the operator's continual political commentary from a far-right wing political perspective. 
His slogan of "right wing radical lunatic fringe radio" and his frequent and almost regularly scheduled 
weekend broadcasts at least suggest some intent at clandestine broadcasting. In any event, the biggest HF 
pirate news of the year in the United Slates is important enough that a discussion is warranted here in the 
ACE Clandestine Profile. 

At press time for this column, the FCC still had not released ID's of the stations that were busted, or 
names of the alleged station operators. Only alleged transmitter QTH's in California, Illinois, 
Massachusetts, and Texas were cited by the FCC in their official bust press release. I called the FCC for 
comment, so you may want to check out the Outer Limits column in the January issue of Monitoring 
Times for the somewhat goofy FCC response. 

The main impact of the obviously coordinated bust activity has been an enormous and drastic short term 
reduction in North American HF pirate activity on 6955 kHz. The FCC had riot busted an HF pirate to my 
knowledge for over three years, leading to the record-breaking level of pirate activity that has bulged the 
pages of ACE DiaLogs during the late 1990's. Scheduled, regular, or predictable pirate transmissions for 
hours on particular weekends are obviously not a particularly sound tactic at the moment. These tactics 
have never been good operating practice, but many pirates got lax during the lengthy period when there 
was no notable FCC enforcement on HF pirate bands. Certainly the most prominent example of this 
during fall 1998 was the semi-clandestine Voice of the Pig's Ear. On every weekend the station aired 
several shows per evening. The operator actively solicited and engaged in QSO's with other pirates 
between his program broadcasts, sometimes on 6955 kHz and sometimes with a QSY to a nearby 
frequency. Blatant disregard of good pirate operating tactics left Pig's Ear as an easy "sitting duck" target 
for the FCC when they decided to move in. 

A predictable opposite reaction has now set in. Nearly everybody has been scurrying foi cover, leaving 
6955 currently silent for long periods on consecutive weekends. We have seen this sort of thing in the past 
after major high profile FCC busts on HF. But, I remind the pirate and clandestine community that the 
reality of the situation has not changed much. The FCC has closed the majority of their manned field 
offices, relocating their enforcement monitoring efforts on a remote basis from the Laurel, Maryland 
office. DF vans and FCC personnel are still available around the country, as we saw with the busts, and 
the remote Laurel OF effort can pinpoint transmissions to fairly precise QTH's within a few miles of an 
actual transmitter site. But, even in the age of satellites and GPS technology, there still is no substitute for 
a DF vehicle driving down a street to pinpoint precise transmitter locations. Given late 1990's budget cuts 
and reorganization, and despite the purchase of new state-of-the-art DF vehicles, the FCC does not have 
the manpower to stake out any given QTH for weeks at a time until a magic moment arrives when a pirate 
or clandestine takes to the air. Thus, broadcasts that are genuinely randomly spaced and of fairly short 
duration in the 15-45 minute range remain virtually unenforceable by the FCC as a practical matter. 
Mobile and remote broadcasts are even more difficult to track down for obvious reasons. I only recall one 
instance in history (in Pennsylvania about a decade ago) when FCC enforcement officials were near a 
pirate broadcasting QTH completely by chance, and were able to follow up this wild streak of luck with a 
bust. My point is that pirate broadcasting without FCC enforcement is still quite possible in the USA, and 
thus we are likely to see plenty of it once station operators re-assess the current tactical situation. 
From a clandestine perspective, I find the FCC's recent moves to be ironic. There currently is virtually no 
use of 6955 kHz by other broadcast or utility services in this region of the world, other than a Chma Rad:o 
International transmitter that normally propagates to North America only near local evening greyline 
during the winter DX season. So, the FCC's contention that HF pirate busts arc needed to protect other 
broadcasting, utility, or emergency services is clearly a completely false statement that the FCC ought to 
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be embarrassed about. (I guess that bona-fide false statements are not a big deal in Washington from the 
government; just watch C-SPAN for plenty of illustrations on a daily basis). On the other hand, the main 
impact of the sudden disappearance of pirate broadcasting on 6955 kHz after the busts has been to clear 
the frequency for unlicensed maritime rag chews off North America's coasts and drug dealer 
communications in Central America. I understand the FCC's close cooperation with the National 
Association of Broadcasters to protect a virtual monopoly held by a shrinking handful of large 
corporations that recently have been given control of licensed broadcasting in the United States. This isn't 
particularly sound policy that is in the public interest, but I nevertheless understand the politics involved. 
On the other hand, I am baffled by the FCC's motivation for clearing a frequency so that drug dealers and 
fishermen can rag chew with each other on 6955 kHz without any threat of broadcasting QRM. I had not 
previously been aware of the FCC's tacit cooperation with illicit activities outside the United Stales. They 
probably didn't think about this issue either, but on a de facto basis, this has been the short term result of 
the FCC's actions. They ought to give it some thought in Washington. 

ZACHAR1AS LIANGAS CLANDESTINE LOGS 

As usual this month we have two clandestine loggings from active DXer Zacharias Liangas from Italy: 
Iraq. The Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan was noted at 1753 on 4085 kHz on October 11. Typical fare for the 
region consisted of calls to prayer, hymns in Farsi, instrumental music, and an ID of "ira geli kurdistani 
iraq." Even with winter propagation conditions, 90 meter clandestines are not going to make it into North 
America at high noon in Chicago. 

Nigeria. Radio Kudirat came in November 4 at 1930 UTC on 6205 kHz in English with an apology for 
technical problems that led to a suspension of normal programming, giving credit to the Nigerian 
government for the problems. The station remained on the air with program content not too dissimilar to 
what we are used to from them. Now that sunset is much earlier in North America, the original Nigerian 
clandestine should be a very easy catch for most of us. 

RADIO TAKHAR 

According to BBCMS, cited in various places including the Clandestine Radio Intel web site and 
Clandestine Radio Watch, anti-Taleban rebels in Afghanistan have apparently recaptured the Radio 
Takhar transmitter site. Since mid-October there have been clandestine broadcasts from this one located in 
Taloqan, the capital of Takhar Province in Afghanistan. BBCMS has been hearing them on 7085 kHz in 
the 1200-1315* UTC range, so reception in North America cannot be ruled out during winter propagation 
conditions. BBCMS notes that the schedule probably moved to 1130-1230 UTC with the advent of 
daylight savings time. The Taleban government of Afghanistan had previously captured this transmitter in 
August, so things are obviously subject to change. 

WRMI NEWS 

Via Jeff White of WRMI and Armando F. Mastrapa of the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Castro 
Historiography web site at http://polisci.homc.mindsprine.com/ach.html on the internet, Directorio 
Revolucionario Democratico Cubano is now airing anti-Castro programming on WRMI's 9955 kHz 
frequency for a half hour at 1300 UTC on Saturdays. Their contact address is listed as via Orlando 
Gutierrez, 7105 SW 8th Street, Suite 207, Miami, Florida 33144. 

MY VISIT TO THE SRI LENK TRANSMITTER SITE 

Between Halloween and Veteran's Day 1 took an extended trip to Switzerland for the second year in a row. 
While there I visited the Lenk transmitter site formerly operated by Swiss Radio International. 
Unfortunately this site has been permanently closed, along with the Schwarzenburg SRI site, leaving 
Sottens as the only shortwave transmitter site still active within Switzerland that is still used by SRI. The 
shows we hear on frequencies like 9905 kHz are now being transmitted via leased time from French 
Guyana. A few of the transmitter towers at Lenk had already been pulled down when I visited, and a 
bulldozer was on site actively working on the rest. Piles of antenna elements, insulators, and other 
equipment used in the Lenk antenna array were being loaded into dumpstcrs at the site. All written signs 
identifying the site as a Swisscom or Swiss Radio International operation have already been removed 
during the demolition, but I did locate what must have been the main transmitter building adjacent to the 
antenna farm. The building was mostly underground I b&VC ■ handful ol pictures thai I took at the site. If 
anybody would like to have them in jpg format over the internet, let me know and I'll forward them. It's 
always sad to sec the demise of a shortwave broadcasting transmitter, and for the second year in a row I've 
been able to see the contraction of SRI's Switzerland sites on a first hand basis. Ironically, pirates such as 
Radio 510 may end up being the main Swiss voice on shortwave ih-.t comes direct from the country. 




RADIO SWAN 

I ran across a web site on the Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba at 
http://www.parascope.com/articlcs/1296/baydocs.htm that includes a variety of pages from a CIA file 
admitting thai the US was responsible for the operation of Radio Swan on Swan Island during the early 
!960's. As the introduction to the CIA document states on the web site, the CIA says that Radio Swan 
"was used in tactical support of the strike force" during the Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba. In addition, the 
CIA description notes that "Radio Swan was monitored by hemisphere radio stations and by world press 
services, and was an important factor in presenting the desired picture of fighting in Cuba to world 
opinion." The actual CIA document, marked "eyes only," discusses strategic shifts in Radio Swan 
programming as circumstances shifted during the early 1960's. These CIA papers are interesting to 
anybody with an interest in clandeslines from over thirty years ago, so you may wish to check them out. 

DEMOCRATIC VOICE OF BURMA 
Paul Laulzenheiser of Ohio wrote in saying that he has a bookmark for the Burmese resistance in his 
computer, but that their web site lacks the program schedule for the Democratic Voice of Burma. I gave 
Paul the same advice that I give everybody who is looking for updated clandestine schedules, logs, and 
background information. The Clandestine Radio Intel web site, operated by our own Nick Grace and with 
regular input from Martin Schoech's Clandestine Radio Watch in Germany, remains the state of the art for 
keeping track of clandestine activity all over the world. The URL of 
http://www.qsI.net/ybOrmi/cland.lilm remains the place to go for the information. Their latest schedule 
from August 1998, pasted here right ofT the Clandestine Radio Intel site, is '1245-1345* 13820 
(Dushanbe), 15330 (Germany) kHz and ♦1430-1455' 1 1850 (Norway), 13820 (Dushanbe), 15635 
(Germany) kllz (Direct via BCDX 376). Nick and Martin's award-winning resource remains the #1 place 
to go for clandestine activity information. In addition, numerous DX sources have been covering the tests 
that Democratic Voice of Burma made in late October and early November from Palau. The tests were on 
9985 kHz for an hour at 1300 UTC. So, here's another frequency to check out in the morning in case this 
evolves into a consistent service. 

CONTROVERSY AT RADIO MARTI 
For many months there has been a continual struggle related to the reorganization of the USA's Radio 
Marti service to Cuba. Armando Mastrapa points out that the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Caslro 
Historiography web site is maintaining a collection of "recent news articles and documents related to the 
current crisis" at Radio Marti. Point your browser to: 
http://poIisci.horae.mindspring.com/crisis_at_radio_marti.htnif 

LA VOZ DE LA RES1STENCIA 
Last month we discussed the changing political situation in Coiombif. related to negotiations between 
Colombia's new government and the FARC rebels, speculating that this might have some impact on 
clandestmes that remain active in the country. In Numero Unn #1501, Mark Mohrmarm of Vermont notes 
a log of La Voz de la Resistencia on 6239.8 kHz from 1051-1114 UTC. An ID and anthem were 
associated with a '1100 official sign-on. Mark noted that the station had a good signal despite fading, 
heterodynes, and bootleg Spanish language QSO's nearby. So, the morning may be a good time to try for 
this target. Late afternoons prior to local sunset are still worth a look for the Colombians as well. 
VIABBCMS 

This month we have only one clandestine station summary from BBC Monitoring Service courtesy of Bob 
Grove at Grove Enterprises. They note that the Voice of the Islamic Revolution in Iraq is scheduled for 
two hours at 0330 UTC daily in Arabic and Kurdish on five frequencies- 96)0, 7295, 7115, 6195, and 
1224 kHz. BBCMS says that they are not currently hearing a rebroadcast at 1430 UTC, nominally 
scheduled on 9670 and 7115 kHz. These frequencies are also used by the externa! service of Iran, so you 
get two guesses as to the transmitter QTH of the clandestine. The Arabic ID of this one is "sawt al- 
thawrah al-islamiyah fi a!-iraq." The Supreme Council of the Islamic Revolution in Iraq (SCIRI), which is 
the same organization responsible for the Voice of Rebellious Iraq, is the sponsoring organization for this 
one. Given the, times, frequencies, and relatively high power used here, this is a clandestine that is fairly 
easy to log in North America.

HO, HO, HO! Here's hoping y'all have all your Christmas shopping 
done by now and your dream radio (s) are being loaded on Santa's 
sled! It's been a kickin'year in micro radio, so I hope all those 
dreams come true! Let's jump into.... 



STATION PROFILE: I got this one awhile back and in moving the 
office around, I kinda mislaid a few things, so my apologies, my 
anonymous friend- so here goes ! 



"I went on the air with 20 watts FM stereo (about April '98). I 
moved to this remote part of a western U.S. state a year ago and was 
disgusted to find only country and rock & roll on the FM dial here 
from the stations in the closest city, which is about 40 miles away 
through the mountains. This is when I decided to look into starting 
a community station. I talked to the National Federation of 
Community Broadcasters in San Francisco and was told it would cost 
about $200,000 to get a small station up & running! We are a 
community of about 400 people in a 12-mile radius. Our population 
is very diverse, farmers, country folk, retired people and 
professional people. Investing that much money in a station would 
be ridiculous, if we even had it!" 



"I have worked in broadcasting and video production all my life, so 
I was quite comfortable with building a station. I had all the 
studio equipment except the transmitter and antenna, which I bought 
from L. D. Brewer. It is an excellent unit, well-made and very 
stable." 



"I am on the air from 6:00AM to 10:00PM, 7 days a week. I play only 
the types of music not available from the few other stations that 
can be received in this valley. I play easy listening, 
instrumental, classical, vocals of the '40s, * 50s and '60s, blue 
grass, big band and new age. My stereo quality is superb. I use a 
limiter/compressor, cut the extreme low and high frequencies with an 
equalizer and watch my levels very carefully. This is a quality 
operation! " 



"I have my own tape, disc and LP collection, but also use music 
loaned from the community and from satellite. I have the latter 
programmed so that when I'm away, the music format will continue- 
minus my presence during the breaks. I can't be here continuously- I 
am a one-man, unpaid operation! I give the weather, and check 
satellite pictures and weather radar from the Internet in order to 
give reputable local reports frequently." 



"I run this station like any big-city PBS-type station- no 
commercials and firsf-rate. I have never listened to other "pirate" 



stations but I have the feeling many sound 'fly-by-night'. 
Basically, the only difference from my station and those commercial 
broadcasters in town is the power output and FCC license." 



"To promote my station, I put flyers in the mail (with some 
hesitation) to every 'postal patron' in the community. I'm not 
looking for publicity, but realize that if the community doesn't 
know I exist, I'm wasting my time. The response was terrific! 
'It's a breath of fresh air' and 'I have you on all day' are some of 
the comments I received. They didn't know I was a pirate, but some 
wondered what my call letters were. I use the name of our town, 
followed by 'Radio' as my call sign. The community has joined in 
and gives me announcements of local interest to broadcast. I 
broadcast the news 4 times daily, followed by local news items and 
events. I have local people on at times to talk about subjects that 
would be interesting to our community." 



"I am retired with no income, so at some point I may have a fund 
drive to keep me going. It costs about $4.00 a month for electrical 
power for the station equipment. Transistors don't use a lot of 

"I've found that operating a pirate station can be both fun and 
beneficial to the community. It's sad that we have to operate under 
such fear in such a great country as the U.S.A." 



You've said it my friend! Especially with all the door-kicking and 
outright lies the FCC has perpetrated recently and over the years. 
Gee, it seems like mini, low-key Waco-like Gestapo raids are the 
rule lately- first patriots, now pirates! What's wrong with "P" 
words, I wonder? 



Mr. Anonymous has added the BBC world news roundup to his schedule, 
piped from a Baygen radio powered by a 6-volt battery. He also 
added a microphone during the spring/late summer mounted about 2 
feet from a birds' nest to put their little "cheeps" on the air live 
while he read the news. He also mentioned in a later note that he'd 
started playing with a Knight Kit 1-tube "broadcaster" back in the 
'50s when he was a kid at summer camp in Wisconsin. He goes 'way 
back! Thanks so much, sir! Keep up the good work! 



On a more recent note, a fellow operating totally in the clear is 
about to pack up & go to work (professionally) with a radio group in 
California. He told me he was operating a 1KW station on a vacant 
3KW frequency in my dad's home town- his main supporters were the 
local police, who couldn't get any decent programming at the station 
or on patrol. "Keith" runs a commercial-grade type-accepted 
transmitter with an Optimod 8100 processor; he also uses the latest 
EAS equipment. In fact, all the equipment he runs is 

commercial/professional! His arguement is that a non-licensed 
operation can be run with little chance of causing interference and 
he'll argue that fact with running 1KW on a 3KW frequency! He says 
he has no problems running "in the open", but my policy is and 
always has been to not reveal my source(s). Here's to you, sir! 



COMMUNITY SERVICE: And who appreciates it when someone is always 
"there"? The community! Micro Kind Radio stayed on despite the 
recent flood in central Texas, never losing power and provided 
updated information as calls "flooded" in (heh heh heh ! ) . Their 



town of San Marcos has NO local TV or radio news, which seems to be 
the norm in today's conglomerate giant radio scheme of things. 
Thanks Joe Ptak, and the rest, for being there! 



There are numerous cases, some cited here, where micro stations have 
served the community in one way or another- sometimes in small ways, 
others with great impact. I agree with Mr. Anonymous that it's a 
shame micro radio operators have to work in fear of retribution of 
the Feds, especially when they are filling MUCH-needed niches. 



CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS: And since everyone is 

Amendment rights to free speech, it seems to me that most of us have 
forgotten about the Tenth Amendment! "The powers not delegated to 
the United SDtates by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States, or to the people." In other 
words, if a particular city, county or state doesn't wish to abide 
by federal laws, rules or regulations, they can opt out and run 
things themselves, which happens EVERY DAY!

A few numbers oddities to report this month. First, the Counting Station (E5) has been on 
nightly on 4670 and 5238 kHz parallel at 0200 UTC. These are the usual 215 group 
messages that are more than likely used for training purposes 

I heard the sked on 31 October at 0247 on 5238 with a message in progress in the AM 
mode It just seemed like a normal Counting Station broadcast except that in the middle of 
the message the AM carrier was dropped and Cynthia continued with the numbers in USB. 
Unusual to say the least, but when I heard another transmission on the 2nd of November on 
5238 at 0235. it did the same thing. The parallel transmission on 4670 continued to 
broadcast in AM. Unfortunately, I wasn't listening on 4670 in the first instance, so I wasn't 
able to hear whether or not it stayed in AM or switched to USB as did 5238. On the 16th of 
November, I was listening to both frequencies. At 0245 both sides switched to USB. 

Now I guess the question we're all wondering is: Why are they switching from AM to 
USB? Your guess is as good as mine. Until recently, I've never seen a Counting Station do 
that. It's hard to imagine that this is a mistake, given the high technical standards of this 
station. Transmission mistakes, we are all aware, are the trademark of the Cuban stations. 
All the Counting Stations only use the USB portion when transmitting in AM, also known as 
full-carrier USB. I believe that the persons receiving the messages are probably listening in 
USB mode, which wouldn't make any difference to them if the AM carrier dropped or not. 

Another E5 oddity: on the 5th of November, the first group of the message was "00000." 
It's unclear whether this group has any meaning or not. It's not usual for Counting Stations 
to send a stutter group. 

Next we take a look at the Russian Woman (E6). Lately she's been on 6865 at 0130 
almost nightly. On the 1st of November, actually Halloween night, the familiar voice came 
on repeating "936." After the callup, the preamble of 210 210 543 543 was sent, then the 5- 
figure groups. In case you're not familiar with E6 preambles, the second number is the 
group fount That means ?■ 543 group message was sen?. E6 stations always repeat each 
group, so a total of 1086 groups were sent. The station finally signed off at around 0307Z. 
This is the largest message I've ever seen from a numbers station. Normally, E6 sends 
messages that are anywhere from 100-200 groups long. The same message was repeated 
the very next night at the same time on the same frequency . It was then repeated on 5817 
at 0331. Moscow must have some important information to pass to its agents to be sending 
a 543 group message at least three times in 24 hours. Either that or one of their agents 
needs some practice copying/decoding messages. At any rate, this message would 
certainly make for a marathon decoding session. 

Shortwave listener Eddy Waters of Australia informed me of an odd CW station he hears 
at 1200 UTC on 11317.3. This station sends the callsign UI333 twice and then goes into 
three-letter groups. I've never seen this callsign or format logged before. If anyone has any 
information or loggings of this station, please let me know. 

With all the recent activity concerning Iraq's refusal to let UN weapons inspectors do their 
job, it is interesting to see if numbers activity increases I haven't noticed any personally, but 
this is due to not having a great deal of time to listen. The level of HF military traffic was on 
the increase, so I'm interested to see if other numbers monitors have noticed higher levels 
of traffic from the E5 counting stations or the Lincolnshire Poacher E3. The counting 
stations are run by the CIA, and Lincolnshire Poacher is run by MI6, a branch of the British 
intelligence service. Lincolnshire Poacher is believed to be located on the island of Cyprus 
and broadcasting messages to agents located in the Middle East. The Lincolnshire Poacher 
has a regular schedule and sends numerous messages daily, so there probably won't be 
much of an increase in message traffic. I'm sure some of the messages sent every day are 
dummy messages. They probably send fewer dummy messages and more actual 
messages as the need arises.

When contacting a Free Radio station: 

Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the most 
current. If no address is announced, use the one Listed here. If the 
station has no listed address, you can try sending a report to one of the 
major maildrops and crossing your fingers. 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding and 
reply. Never expect a 'droperator to pay the postage for your QSL - most 
will not do so. Enclose three mint First Class stamps if you live m the 
same country as the station; otherwise US$1 or a couple IRCs should do 
the trick. For pirate outside your country, enclose three or four IRCs or 
a dollar or two. NOTE: do NOT enclose a SASE unless the station 
specifically requests that you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as guaranteeing 
a QSL, so don't blame the 'droperator if you never hear from the station. 
We are not QSL Managers, after all; we only handle the mail. Station Ops 
should keep their promises. 

One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb question 
that Operators only answer to mislead correspondents. Most Ops, however, 
will answer questions about power or equipment, and appreciate your 
technical observations, bandscans and recordings. 

If you Operate and desire audience contact, you should use a maildrop 

service for some semblance of security. There are several "open" 'drops
